Mr. Watterson’s Dispatch to the 
Courier-Journal the Political 
Sensation of the Day 


At Washington, and It Jlct With an 
Almost riiuuimous Indorse¬ 
ment from Members 


Of the House Who Voted for Carlisle 
and Cox in the Speaker¬ 
ship Eace. 


Randall and His Followers Pleading 
Not to Be Driven Out of 
the Party- 


THE STAR’S COAIMEXTS. 


[Special to the Conner-Journal.} 

Washington. March 18.—^ Tbo dispatch of 
Mr. Henry Wattenan wired to the Courier- 
Journal last night ha* created a decided 
political sensation here to-day. It was known 
last night that Mr. Wattersou wa* in con¬ 
ference yesterday with leading revenue re¬ 
formers. and bad written a bold, dashing 
article dotluing in strong and emphatic terms 
tho position of the Democratic members of 
tho House, who had elected Mr. Carlisle 
Speaker, and representing nine-tenths 
of the Democratic party of the 
nation. The dispatch was regarded as most 
important tiuder the circumstances, and was 
In demand from tbo representatives ot all 
leading journals in Washington, nnd wired 
to many. When the Houko assembled to¬ 
day papers containing tho dispatch were in 
tho bunds of a large number of the mem¬ 
bers, and the liveliest comment was beard. 

It met with almost unanimous indorsement 
from the members of the House who voted 
for Carlisle for Speaker, and nearly 
all the Representatives who voted for Cox. 
They recognized that the time for action bad 
arrived, ami that it was useless longer to try 
to conciliate the Randall side of the House. 
It is an open secret that for the past six 
weeks Mr. Morrison and his Democratic col- 
leagues on the Wa 3 *s and Means Committee 
have been doing all that houorable men 
could do to induce the protection element in 
the party to accept a fair measure reducing 
the tariff, but have met with no success. 

About two weeks since thu Randall wing 
assumed an offensive front and began a loud¬ 
mouthed warfare against the Me.rrison Bill, 
swearing that they would nover vote for it 
and that it should never pass. Thej' have 
kept up this game of bluff until to-day. 
The dispatch of Mr. Watterson was 
a hocnb-febell in their camp onff it threw 
them into the wildest consternation. 
All tho afternoon they were to bo 
seen on the floor of the House begging the 
question, setting up a poor mouth and pit¬ 
eously pleading not to be driven out of the 
party. They quite suddenly changed their 
tune, and there is no disposition to read 
them out of thu party. They know this, 
but they are expected, as long as tnev pro¬ 
fess to be Democrats, to stand up and vote 
tho Democratic ticket, and vote for Demo¬ 
cratic principles. 

hile tbo outlook here is net as bright for 
Democrats as one would like, still it is not 
discouraging. It is not thought that Ran¬ 
dall can lead more than twenty Democrats 
against the Morrison Bill after it is adopted 
by the caucus as a party measure. 

The caucus will be called to meet next 
Tuesday evening. 11 is exited that Speak¬ 
er Carlisle will present the resolution declar¬ 
ing it to be to tho interest of tho party 
to [toss the Morrison Bill, • m ak ing 
it a party measure. Ho will 
support bis resolution with a strong speech, 
and will be followed by the leading tariff 
reformers in the House. It is thought, that Mr, 
Hamlall and his friends will make a desj>erato 
tight against tbo adoption of the resolution, 
but it will avail them nothing, as it will lie 
passed by a large majority. 

Tho Star to-day, which supported Mr. 
Randall for Speaker, ami which is recog¬ 
nized hore as a sort of Uandall organ, has 
the following; 

Tbo "Watterson ultimatum" as it is termed, 
wluch was telegraphed to the Courier- Juuilvai, 
lost night and given out for publication to other 
papers, caused considerable comment and no 
little criticism among Democrats at tho Capitol 
to-day. Mr. KaudalJ, when approached by a 
Star reporter on the subject, naid he had not 
read Mr. Watterson s dispatch, but had heard or 
IL It was plain that Mr. Kand&U 
did not want to expn*^> any opinion on the sub¬ 
ject, and the reporter left him. 

Mr. Converse, of Ohio, one of Mr. Randall’s 
most Intimate and trusted political and personal 
friends, said there was oo doubt that Wuttersou 
spoke for Carlisle aud MorrJsou. Hu was satis¬ 
fied that it was a fixed movement to compel 
Democrats to accept thu Morrison Bill. 

Mr. Hoblitzell, of Maryland, and another of 
Mr. Randall's followers, agreed with Mr. Con¬ 
verse as to the atitborifv of Watterson'# utter¬ 
ances, but added that th* y will have a good time 
bulldozing me, and "I will go into a caucus with 
him," Ua added, "but 1 will not be driveu by any¬ 
body." 

These gentlemen nnd other Democrats, who 
look upon the Momion Dill as an unfortunate 
measure l or the party, candidly expressed The 
opinion that Mr. Watterson’s dispatches 
were intended us a party whip, and 
one of them, a prominent Demo¬ 
cratic member. said: "These dispatches 
smack of tho race-track nod gambling table. 
They want to drive us into the nupport of Mr. 
Morrison's bantling, which is not tariff reform 
at all. It is a delusion and a snare; but the 
aiders and abettors of it think it will serve their 
political ends. 1 am as good a Democrat as any 
of them, and will assert my rights as a Demo¬ 
crat." 

Among tlic opponents of the Morrison Bill U was 
said that Carlisle. Morrison. Vest and other free¬ 
traders bad consulted together, and that Wnt- 
tereon, who was admitted to the conference, was 
sending forth these journalistic fulintnations with 
a view of whipping l>©mocnM* into subjection. 
Some of tbo friends of Mr. Watterson would not 
6ay anything, but Lhcre are Democrats among 
the tariff reformers who da not hesitate to ex¬ 
press the opinion that such utterances are mis- 
placed. 

* senator Pugh, of Alabama, said that the Dem 
ooratk* jmrty did not want to rule Any of its* 
members out or the pmrty for opinion's *ake. 
He said tho caucus, if there is one, should bo for 
a free trade and fair exchange of vkute. all act¬ 
ing for the best interests of the party.

"These extremists have throw n away our chances

Another Democratic Senator, an avowed tariff 
reformer, said: “Carlisle had no busiueas to at¬ 
tend that free-trade ditmur." 

Ex-Gov. Curtin, of l*ennsyl\ania, says he is 
glad that Mr. Wattcrsoti has indulged in hi* ex¬ 
treme declarations. "It will have an effect the 
reverse of what he anticipates. If a caucus 
is to lay down ait ultimatum before 
It meets, the result w ill be only a skeleton caucus. 
Men will not surrender their opinions in advance 
of a caucus at the dictum of a few individual*." 

Representative Talbott, of Maryland, says he 
thinks ho is as good a Democrat a* Mr. Walter- 
son or auy other man who agree* with him. and 
that they will have a good time driving him out 
of the party.

GENERAL WASHINGTON NEWS. 


[Swfio/ to the Courier-Journal.) 

Wahhingtox, March 18.—Thu last day of 
tho debate on the Poftt-oflice Appropriation 
Bill was marked by some excitement and a 
ilumber of tart personalities. The Repub¬ 
lican*, seeing no way to defeat, the commit- 
teo at any point, continued their attacks on 
thu bill from a political standpoint, and at 
tunes were most offensive in their remark*. 
Tbo first of the breeze was raised by Mr. 
Helloed, who informed Mr. Randall, while 
criticising what tin termed thw false economy 
of thee otnniiueu, that there were some men 
so^narrow between the eyes that they could 
look through a keyhole with both eyes at 
once. 

Mr. Randftll wtid in reply that bo would 
not undertaka to copu with the gentleman 
from Colorado cither iu wit or vulgarity and 
dismissed him thus with a taeer. 

Then followed short debates on different 
paragraphs aud amendments of no particular 
interest untd Mr. Bisbee, of Florida, offered 
an axncudmunt requiring certain freu en¬ 
velope* for u*o of member* of Congress 
printed on the cheapest class of paper. 

Mr. Townshend pronounced the amend¬ 
ment absurd, and Mr. Bisbue retorted by a 
weak fling at the Intelligence of Mr. Towns- 
bend’s constituents. 

The debate having closed, Mr. Townshend 
announced that ho did not wish to occupy 
the hour that wo* his under thu rules, but in 
ten minutes would say all bu wished to on 
the subject. The other side asked for ton 
minutes, which Mr. Tow'nshond geuorously 
granted. 

Mr. Bisboe took the floor again, and op¬ 
posed the bill, characterising it os a cheap 
bill, prepared by a cheap committee. His 
words wore offensive, aud were emphasized 
by an offensive manner. 

Mr. Rued followed Mr. Bisbee and in¬ 
dorsed ail that that gentleman bad said 
about the bill. The Domocrncy be charged 
was dealing unfairly with tho people and 
had purposely put it* appropriations low to 
force upon » Republican Senate tbo necessity 
of making proper provision for the postal 
service. Hu said that such was tho open un¬ 
derstanding ou thu D(**rocraUc side of tb« 
House. 

Mr. Townshend. referring to the remark 
about tho Senate, shui that very recently a 
Republican Suuator, w ho had examined tho 
pteseut bill, had said to him that bo [the 
Senator) was glad to sea tho exposure of tlia 
hypocrisy of tho last Republican House iu 
dealing with the appropriations for the i J o*t- 
oittre Department. 

"N*lqiu the Senator,” demanded half a 
dozen Republicans, Mr. Rued the loudest of 
the lot. 

"I will not give his name here, although I 
am prepared to do so in private,” replied 
Mr. Townshend. 

At this a member on the Republican side 
gavo a groan of incredulity, Mr. Reed again 
making himself beard above the others, aud 
even more offensive than the others. 

Bv this time Mr. Townshend had become 
thoroughly aroused, and, turning to the Re¬ 
publican side, lie proceeded to pay his com¬ 
pliments to Reed iu stinging style. Never 
w as a corporation attacked m the House, he 
t^aid, but thut that gealleumn appeared as its 
champion; never was public peculator at¬ 
tained on that floor that that geutieman did 
not rush to hi* dofeuse. 

“Name one,” demanded Mr. Reed several 
times, but Mr. Townshend paid no attention 
to the demand, and proceeded with the cas¬ 
tigation. 

Mr. Hi»cock!domandod that Mr. Towns- 
heud’s word* bo taken dawn, and Mr. Reed 
objected, and taking the floor replied briefly 
in hU own defense. 

Mr. Townshend, replying, said he valued 
Mr. Reed’s opinion of himself less than thnt 
of aav member of that hide, and speaking of 
the bill pronounced it the most libera! bill 
for tho Post-offico Department ever brought 
into Congress. 

Mr. Reed was still smarting under 
Mr. Townshond’s words, nud anticipat¬ 
ing the close of that gentleman's re¬ 
marks, had arisen and stepped out into 
the aisle. His pule face was unusually wbito 
nud he was greatly worked up. He did uot 
ask more, be Dugan, in a trembling voice, 
than to stand with his own constituents, who 
knew him, and with the members of tho 
House, who knew Mr. Towshend. Ho felt 
safe in their estimation. His public record 
was known, ami he was content. 

The scene wa* thu moat exciting of the ses- 
sion, ami Mr. Rued was brought up with thu 
roundest turn ho has ever experienced ia 
Congress. _

BLAIR. THE BORE—REIMBURSING FREED¬

Mr. Cali introduced a bill in the Senate to¬ 
day to reimburse depositors in thu Freed¬ 
man’s Savings Bank and Trust Company for 
losses incurred by thu failure of tho com¬ 
pany. 

Suuator Hawley to-day introduced a bill 
to offer a reward of $23,000 for the rescue 
or ascertaining the fate of the Greely exjic- 
dition. Ir authorize* thu publication ox a 
proclamation iu ali foreign ports from which 
riiioh sail to tho Arctic seas, offer¬ 
ing this reward for information m 
regard to Greely’* fate, or the 
rescue of bis party. Mr. Hawley stated that 
tlu* matter had boeu discussed by sen-taring 
until, and that strong vessels, manned by 
hard nud slnilful oificoni and crews, wera 
constantly prowling through the Arctic seas, 
mid this reward would jUtmulato them to 
keep a sharp lookout for Greely and occa¬ 
sionally make excursion* ou the coast iu the 
bop© of finding trace* of thu expedition. Ho 
said if this resulted favorable, no one would 
grudge thu |2b,tH>0; U thur© wo* ao re.mt*

— Theftounte will 
bo expected to amend the Post-office Appro¬ 
priation B»U a* indicated in Mr. Horr’s mo¬ 
tion in the House to recommit the bill.

HAS HAD ENOUGH. 

A STAR-ROUTE WITNESS WHO WANTS NO 
MORE OFFICE IN HI8. 

Washington, March 18.— J. M. McGrow, 
formerly Sixth Auditor of the Treasury De¬ 
partment, whose <Iuty it was to audit tho ex¬ 
penses of the Post-office Department, was 
examined at bis own request by the Springer 
committee to-day in relation to the Star- 
route investigation. He characterized as 
infamously false the alleged statement of 
Wm. Lilley, that he had paid the witness 
$4,000 to secure the expedition of services 
upon a certain route. McGrow also read a 
letter from Lilley, in which the latter domed 
ever having made the statement credited to 
to him. McGrew said ho resigued his posi¬ 
tion os Sixth Auditor, June 2, 1881, at tho 
request of the President and Secretary Wln- 
dom, the former saying ho was embarrassed 
by the staturnouts of James and MacVongb, 
member* of the Cabinet. They had said 
thoy could not proceed in tho fttar-foute in¬ 
vestigations while McGrew was Sixth Audi¬ 
tor. The witness testified that when tie re¬ 
signed he did so wdtb the understanding that 
w hen it was proven ho was not guilty of tue 
charge that lie had received mouev he should 
have a better position than he field. “On 
June 150,” McGrow continued,“the President 
sent for me and said bo had done me a great 
injustice, and mtouded making my restora¬ 
tion conspicuous. Tho following day 1 left 
for Ohio, and on July 2 the President was 
shot. 1 never saw him again, and have 
not asked for another position. 1 don’t 
want uuo; I’vo had enough.”

AT MEETINGS HELD YESTERDAY. 

Washington, March 18.-—'Tne House Com¬ 
mittee on Judiciary has ordered a favorable 
report on Mr. Tucker's bill limiting tbe time 
for tho presentation of claims for back pay 
or bounty due officers, soldiers, or any other 
person for services in the late civil war or 
any previous war to three years from the 
passage of tho act. The bill alfo provides 
that all other existing claims against tbe 
United States, excepting claims tor pension, 
•hall be presented within six years from the 
wssngo of the act. Claims against the 
United States originating hereafter shall bo 
presented within six years from the time 
they accrue. 

The House Committee on Commerce has 
ordered a favorable report on the bill allow¬ 
ing persons or corporatiotig to erect bridge* 
across any navigable river in the Urnted 
States or between tbe United States and any 
foreign country provided free navigation 
is not materially injured. 

Tho committee named Friday next os tho 
day to consider retaliatory action when 
foreign countries prohibit the importation 
of American meats. 


THE M'PHERSON BANKING HILL. 

THE PROBABILITY THAT IT CAN NOT BE 

REACHED BEFORE THE MIDDLE OF MAY, IF 

THEN. 

Washington, March 18.—Tho friends of 
the McPherson Banking Bill in tbe House arc 
of the opinion that tho bill can not be reach¬ 
ed before tho middle of May, if at that time. 
An effort was to bare been made yesterday, 
bad tho Co mm it tea on Baukitig and Cur¬ 
rency beeu called, to have a day designated 
for tho consideration of the bill. Tho com¬ 
mittee was not called, and no special order 
can be made until the third Monday in 
April, su^penriott day, without unauiraous 
consent, and unanimous consent, it is 
thought, cau not be obtained. If on tbe 
third Mouday in April, under the suspension 
of the rules, a day is named for tbe consid¬ 
eration of the measure, it will probably be a 
late one, inasmuch as a number of prior 
special orders already occupy the calendar, 
while the Tariff Bill and tho remaining ap¬ 
propriation measures mar, by that time, bo 
brought into antagonism with it. 


PROPOSED LEGISLATION. 

SENATOR LOGAN’S BILL TO INCREASE THE 
EFFICIENCY OF THE ARMY. 

Washington, March 18.— Senator Logan 
reported favorably to-day, with a number of 
amendments, from the Committee on Mili¬ 
tary Affairs, the bill introduced by him. en¬ 
titled “A Bill to Increase tho Efficiency of 
tho Army of the Uuited .States.” As intro¬ 
duced by Mr. Logau, the bill contained a 
provision limiting the number of enlisted 
Hum in tbe array to 30,000. This provision 
was stricken out in tho committee. As 
otberw'i-e amended, the bill provides for tho 
increase of the monthly pav of nnn-coninus- 
siouod. officers aud men. the average increase 
being about $2 per mouth in each cose. 

NOT A GOOD SCHEME. 

SECRETARIES LINCOLN AND CHANDLER OP¬ 
POSE THE Ph» 'POSITION TO OFFER A RE¬ 
WARD FOR Tlf* DISCOVERY OF THE ORICK- 
LV PARTY BY Pkl VaTE ENTERPRISE. 
Washington, March 18.—The President 
»-day transmitted to tho House a letter 
.'rom Secretaries Lincoln and Chandler, op¬ 
posing the proposition to offer a reward for 


tbe diseovory aud relief of Lieut. Greoly’s 
party by privnte enterprise. They think it 
will be inadvisable to offer an incentive to 
inadequately prepared private parties w lion 
the Government expedition is thoroughly 
equipped. Another reason urged against the 
proposition is that tbe Government, by invit- 
ng such co-operation, will assume a certain 
iresponsibility towards tboso whom it thus 
induces to enter on a hazardous enterprise, 
and its offers of to-day may lead to the ne¬ 
cessity of further expeditions for relief or 
rescue hereafter.__ 

THE JEANNETTE EXPEDITION. 

A SECOND INVESTIGATION STRONGLY OP¬ 
POSED BY SECRETARY CHANDLER. 

Washington, March 18.—Secretary 
Chandler has written a letter to Repre¬ 
sentative Cox, Chairman of the Committee 
on Naval Affaits. strongly opposing the sec¬ 
ond investigation of the Jeannette Arctic ex¬ 
pedition. He says tho frionds of Jerome 
Collins had every opportunity before the 
Court of Inquiry to ascertain the fact* in tbo 
case and that in his opinion tho proposed re¬ 
opening of tho case is highly inexpedient, 
aud secoud that it is pitiless sacrilege to 
again tear open tho graves of the dead for 
tbo purpose of indecently calling public at¬ 
tention to wbat tbe Court of luquiry cor¬ 
rectly toruied “trivial difficult ies such os oc¬ 
cur on ship-board even under the most favor- 
ablo circumstances,” and which hail no in¬ 
fluence in bringiug about the disasters to 
tho expedition and had no pernicious effvet 
upon iu general conduct. 

NOMINATIONS. ^

GENERAL FOREIGN NEWS. 


London, March 18. —A Suakim dispatch 
say*; The bpirit of Osman Digma and some 
of his fanatical adherent* is far from broken. 
He has returned with as many as 2,000 fol¬ 
lowers to tho neighborhood of his former en- 
cainpmont. lie adopts tbo same ton© in his 
intercourse with his poopio a* before the lost 
disaster, aud is exhorting them to a religious 
war. He assures them that in tho third bat¬ 
tle success will bo theirs, but thu tribe* uro 
much*demoralized os they reflect upon tho 
full significance of their crushing defeat. 
Osman dues not hesitate to make use of stern 
measure* toward any followers wno show 
signs of disaffection. Two foheiks, who at¬ 
tempted to leave camp, have boeu .placed in 
chain*. Admiral Hewitt’s proclamation, 
offeriug a reward for Osman's head, has 
reached the hand* of the Sheiks with him. 
They road it aud spurned it with supreme 
coutempt. Osman’s scouts, to the number 
of 150, are watching close about llaudoub. 
They nr® under order* to kill nil stragglers, 
whether English or of friendly tribes. 

Marquis Hartingtun, War Si&cretary, has 
received th© text of Admiral Hewitt’s proc¬ 
lamation, offeriug A* 1,000 for Usman Digma’s 
head, aud has ordered it withdraw u in the 
most judicious manuor possible. Marquis 
Hartiugton state* this nfternoou that he had 
received n dispatch from Admiral Hewitt 
explaining tbe reason for issuing the procla¬ 
mation. Ho asserted that Osman had killed 
two of his messengers, aud be tbereioro con¬ 
sidered the rebel chief a murderer.

GERMANY. 

THE REICHSTAG UNANIMOUS IN SUPPORTING 

A MEAHUni: PROVIDING FOll THE CONSTRUC¬ 
TION OF TORPEDO BOATS. 

Berlin, March 18.»—In tho RcirliKtag to¬ 
day nil parties gave their supfiort to tho 
proposition to appropriate 18,71)0,000 marks 
tor the construction of torpedo boats nnd 
batteries. It was referred to tho Budget 
Committee. Tho Naval Department ha* re¬ 
ceived congratulations from all sides for tho 
celerity with which it had created au efficient 
fleet. Uou. von Caprivi, Minintorof Marine, 
thanked the Keich*tag for these expressions 
of confidence and approbation. 

In the Helchktag to-day th© Pnwddont an¬ 
nounced the reception of a resolution of con¬ 
dolence at tbo death of Herr Looker, from 
tho Cincinnati Gymnastic Society. He 
slated that ho would express tho thanks of 
tUe Reichstag for the society’s sympathy. 

Th© German Government has risked tho 
Austrian authorities to postpone the execu¬ 
tion ot Hugo Scbetich, the wholesale mur¬ 
derer of servaut girls, ponding an inquiry in 
regard to th© girls whom Sciieuck 1 * U-tioved 
to have murd-red in Germany. 

Bismarck rides daily iu tho Thiergarten. 
Ho seems to be in HpleudiJ health. He *its 
upon hi* horse with admirable erectile**, aud 
rid;as with vigor. Tho impression 01 tho 
Reichstag is ihnt ho hn* renewed hi* 
strength, mentally and physically.

FRANCE. 

CELEBRATING THE BEGINNING OF THE COM¬ 
MUNE OF 1871 — PRINCE NAPOLEON FLEES 

TO AVOID ARREST. 

Paris, March 18.—To-day Is the anni¬ 
versary of the beginning of th© Commune of 
1871. It ha* been apprehended that public 
manifestations would be attempted. Th© 
day, however, passed quietly. The Com¬ 
munists observod tbe day by visiting the 
various cemeteries and placing wreaths upon 
the grave* of the dead and departed leaders. 

A manifesto from Prince Napoleon is re¬ 
garded as imminent. Ho has gon® to Swit¬ 
zerland to avoid arre»t, taking with him hi* 
papers aud valuables. 

Prim© Minister Ferry has been interviewed 
upon the question of general disarmament by 
European power*, lie pronounces it an im- 


pesr.ibility. and says th© discussion thereof 
is a waste of time. 

Th© French Government threaten* to em¬ 
ploy a military forco against the little Re¬ 
public of Andorra, in the Pyrenees, unless 
cerium claim* which Franc© present* are 
settled. 

An explosion of gn* occurred in a m«r- 
rhnnt’K bouso her© to-day. A police officer 
and fireman were killed and twenty persous 
injured, including a number of passer* by. 

BRITISH PARLIAMENT. 

THE ARMY ESTIMATES BILL PARSED BY THE 

BOUSE OF COMMONS. 

London, Alarch 18.— In tho House of Com¬ 
mons to-day tbo Army Efttiraato* Bill passed. 
The amount appropriated i* £4,200,000. 
Th© Alarqui* of Hartington stated that tbo 
elastic terms of tho service and the bounties 
were inducing men to prolong tho period of 
their foreign service, and imd attracted the 
past yeor over 8,000 recruits. This it tho 
largest number ever known in ono year. Re¬ 
garding tho heavy naval ordnance in process 
of construction, he said throe guns of 110 
tons, the most powerful tn th© world, four of 
68 tons and three of 48 torn* will bo flniabud 
tn© present year. 

Lord Edmund Fitzmnurice, Under Foreign | 
Secretary, announced that th© interruption 
of telcgmphic communication between 
Sneiody and Khartoum continue*. The last 
dispatch from Gordon was dated March 11. 

Iu Commons, Dodson, Chancellor of the 
Duchy of Lancaster, moved th© second read¬ 
ing of the Cuttle Bill. 11© maintained that 
it would afford the greatest security possible 
to cuttle-ow ners, and do tbe leobt possible in¬ 
jury to con->uraers. Tbo bill wm talked out, 
and th© House adjourned. 


THE TONQUIN TROUBLE. 


THE FRENCH COMMANDER IN TONQUIN OR¬ 
DERED TO ADVANCE AS FAR AS HE 
THINK* ADVISABLE—FRANCE TO DEMAND 
INDEMNITY. # 

Paris, March 18.— General Millot, com¬ 
mander of tho French laud forces in Ton- 
quin, hns been instructed to advnnce as far 
as he consider* advisable. Tho occupation 
of Ltngsin, Kuobaug aud Laokai is thought 
to b© necessary in order to provido for the 
security of Tonquiu. 

The Gaulois *ays Li Hung Chang, Viceroy 
of China, is submitting a basis of peac© to tho 
English and American Munster* at Pekin, 
nnd asking them to intervene. It is asserted 
France will demand heavy indemnity from 
China, and will occupy Cbiueso territory to 
guarantee it* payment. 

Gen. Millet telegraphs: “Tho rout of tbo 
Chinns© is complete. It is useless to pursue 
them further. Fort Phuluny will be uurnd 
vuncvd post.” 


RUSSIA. 

PERFECT ACCORD BETWEEN RUSSIA ANP 
ENGLAND REGARDING THEIR INFLUENCE 
IN MERV. 

St. Petersburg, March 18.— The./o«ma/ 
de St. Petersburg assumes that perfect ac¬ 
cord is poshiblu bet ween Russia and England 
regarding their influonce in the roccully an¬ 
nexed district of Merv. It says: * ‘The fears 
of a conflict about India bavo vanished. It 
is needful now to dtatroy tbe belief of the 
Asiatics that such conflict is likely to tak© 
place in tbo future. England and Russiuare 
engaged in a joint civilizing mission.” 

A Warsaw dispatcu say* that tbe police 
suspect that DegucilT, leader of ,tlie party of 
Nihilist*, who murdered Col. Budeikin, is 
here. Fifty arrests were umd© last ui^ht. 
The hotels have beeu directed to report to 
tbo police the arrival of all slrntigera. 


THE DOMINION. 

DEFEAT IN TIIE BOUSE OF THE BILL TO 

INCORPORATE THE ORANGE SOCIETIES. 

Ottawa, March 18.—The House ©nt until 
3:20 this mornrag debating tho motion that 
th© bill incorporating tbe orange .societies be 
read a sucond time. It was defeated—105 lo 
68—causing great rejoicing amoug tho Irish 
societies. 

A Toronto dispatch says a conspiracy 
against the On aria Government ha* created 
a sensation. Tbe nrattor will be reported to 
tho Committee on Privilege* and Elections for 
investigation. At th® Police Court to-day 
Wilkinson and Kirkland woreebargod, under 
warrant, and C. W. Bin ting, Managing Di¬ 
rector of tho Mail, aud Edward Meek, a local 
lawyer, under summon*, for unlawfully con¬ 
spiring to corrupt and frust rate the constitu¬ 
tional procedure and acts of tbo Legislative 
assembly of the Province of Ontario. No 
evidence w as taken and the prisoners were 
not asked to pload, but the ('use remanded till 
Friday. Wilkinson and Kirkland were taken 
to the goal. Fifty thousand dollars bail 
was refused. The penalty im *aid to be 
two years’ imprisonment and $2,500 flu©. 
Kirkland is a resident of Neilsville, Wis., a 
lawyer by procession, but also concerned in 
the timber camps in the boundary betweeu 
th© United .State* and Ontario, and desired 
to change th© Government in order to fur¬ 
ther his interests. 

A Hamilton, Ont., dispatch says: Tbe 
liabilities of th© late James Reed, furniture 
dealer, are placed at $50,000. Thoy include 
$16,000 in forged papers purporting to b© 
signed by Colonel Barn, Member of Parlia¬ 
ment. 

Joseph Couture, manufacturer of knitted 
goods, «t. Charles De .Sanbridge, Que., has 
failed. Liabilities, $50,000; ashbet*, $30,- 
000 . 

Cochrane’* foundery and finishing shop, 
Durham, Out., burned. Loss, $25,000.

Th© streams ar© very high, 
and rivers, rising rapidly. 

The l\cayun*'& Vicksburg special snys: 
All tho plantations between Delta and Cali¬ 
fornia station are overflowed. It is believed 
the trains running to Tallulttah w ill stop to¬ 
morrow, making a complete suspension of 
the railways between Della and Mouroe, 73 
miles. Mails will be carried by skiffs. Tbo 
Vicksburg and Meridian railroad has 
stopped.

fCorrMnondenc© < 4 / the Courier-JournalA 
Brooks vi lle, Fla., March 12.—^Tbe dis¬ 
tance from Brooksville to Tampa is fifty-two 
mile*. I ho South Florida Htage*lino makes 
daily trips, leaving here at «:30 a. ij. and 
arriving at Tainpa nt 6:30 r. U. On the 3d 
day of this mouth I took a seat iu th© hack 
and prepared for %y twelve hours’ ride. 
The country between here nnd Tampa aayot 
ia sparsely set tie.1, uini there are but fow 
oraugo groves. For the first twenty-tiro 
mile* tue roal is good,.there being but little 
sand. Th© road runs for th© most part 
through pin© fbrusts and over poor land, 
thougu n part of th© intervening 

country is very fine. When a railroad 
penetrates this section of country, it will 
settle up rapidly. On our route wo saw a 
number of squirrel* and wild ducks, two 
deer and an alligator basking himself in tbe 
sumhioo on the side of a lake. Tho woods 
were filled with wild flowers, but, as I am 
no botanist. I shall not attempt to give their 
names. Sevon miles this side of Tumpa we 
crossed th© wooden bridge spanning th© 
Hillsborough river. Tho Hillsborough is 
clear aud transparent, und is said to afford 
line fishing. W© reached Tampa after dark, 
quit© worn out. 

The town was full of pooplc and tho hotels 
all crowded. We were driven from one to 
another only to hear th© same response, 
“Full up—©very room occupied.” Fi¬ 
nally, in despair, we drove out to tho 
Hotel Sanitarium, situated one-half ajmile 
or more from the business portion of tho 
town. It L a nice, new building, and kept 
by Dr. H. M. Bruce, a homeopathic physi¬ 
cian. Tho greatest objection 1 found to it 
was, that th© proprietor seemed to believe in 
homeopathic pubes 

of food as well as medicine. 1 would advise 
my readers to give his hotel, no^r called the 
6t. James, a wide berth. Next morning I 
started fourth on my tour of observation. 
Tampa is an old town, but ha* only begun to 
“boom” sinco th© adveut of th® South 
f' lorida railroad, which was completed to 
llus pan*! n lew week* since. Turn pa is situ¬ 
ated on Trunin bay, just at th© mouth of th© 
Hillsborough river. 

Tbo view afforded across the w*aters U fine 
and tbo softness an l A»almme-s of th© atmos¬ 
phere fresh from old oceau adds much to th© 
attractions of th© place. Tainpa wo* laid 
off for a city aud the building* are much 
scattered. However, now that th© long 
looked-for “boom” has struck it, tho waste 
places will probably soon fill up. Tbo *tre«U 
ar© ot tho usual width, but very sandy, nnd 
both walking and driving are unpleasant. 
It is almost as bad as though the ground was 
covered with snow. Hi© majority of 
the buildings are old and unpre¬ 
tentious in appearance: some of tho 
now ones are quit© pretty nud attractive. 
Thor© are no brick buildings there. A major¬ 
ity ot tho dwelling houses seotued to bo con¬ 
verted into hotels and boarding-houses, and 
still thoy could not accommodate tho throng 
of visitor*. The town wo* full of strangers, 
land agents aud hotel men. You Imard noth¬ 
ing on the street* aud iu tbe hotels but talk 
of recent sales, pine and ham mock land, im¬ 
proved aud unimproved,orange groves, frust- 
Iine, clov%ation, water protection and topic* 
of a kindred nature. To a stranger the talk 
was perfectly bewildering. 

Th© real e*tat© uieu were doing a lively 
business, and largo naira were being 
effected daily. Most of the laud surround¬ 
ing Tampa is poor pin© land, sandy und un¬ 
inviting in apjteurAoeo. If i ooutuiMpIaUni 
putting out nu orange grove, I would seek 
for richer land. There are oiu© line old-bear¬ 
ing orange groves in a high state of cultiva¬ 
tion near town. Tampa is said to b© a 
healthy pi nee, is a pleasant wiutor resort, 
and affords fin© sport in tho way of bunting 
nnd sailing. Whether it ever will be a lurgo 
city and th© metropolis of South Flor¬ 
ida remains to be seeu. It scouts 

that tho harbor is not so fin© a* 
reported. There is not sufficient 

water on the bar to admit the entrance of 
steamers drawing much water, except 
AT HIGH TIDE. 

An effort is being mad® to obtain an appro¬ 
priation for Tamj>a buy from th© Govern¬ 
ment. If a .sufficient amount is obtamod fo 
remove tbL difficulty, tho hopes of Tampa’s 
citizeus may bo realized; if not, aud tb© 
South Flo. da railroad is coutiuncd to Char¬ 
lotte’s harbor, there will be a reaction. The 
corporate limits of Tnmp t embrace only 160 
acre* and a population of about 1,000. Th® 
town aud vicinity bavo a population of 
noma 2,4X10. Within the town ou th© bav 
aud river is situatod Fort Brook, a military 
reservation of about 100 acres. This is a 
beautiful tract, forming a poninsuln and 
reaching out into tbo harbor. Tho surface is 
rolling, covered with native gransra and 
clumps of gigantic live-oaks and other hard¬ 
wood growth. From here tho view is very 
fine, indeed. This spot should b© purchased 
by t.be town nud converted into a public 
park. A little mouoy vxpouded on it 
would make it a charming place. 
Among other prominent Du tidings 
is tho now Opera-house, owned 
by Mrs. Brauch. While at Tampa I saw tho 
steamers Alabama and Dictator at anchor. 
Among th© prominent citizens at Tampa are 
Circuit JiRige li. L. Mitchell, State’s Attor¬ 
ney 8. M. Sparkman and Gen. J. B. Wall. 

Next morning 1 boarded a train on tbo 
SouLb Florida railroad for Kissimmee City. 
Thu is a trip no tourist or pleasure seeker in 
Florida should mis*. This road has worked 
wonders for this country. It ran* by a num¬ 
ber of tho most beautiful lakra in Florida, 
striking tho heart of tho lnko region 
of Folk count}-. Among other lakes 
OF SURPASSING BEAUTY 
I would mention Likes Alfred. Marianna, Ari* 
auna. Arietta, Parker, Van and Julia. AU of 
the*© lakes are situated near together aud 
form as pretty a constellation of lakes a* can 
be fouud anywhere. The distune® from 
Tampa to Kissimmee City is seventy-five 
utiles. The South Florida railroad l* tho 
'brat cquip|>ed and easiest running narrow- 
gauge road 1 bavo over seen; all of its offi¬ 
cers aud employes are specially courteous to 
their passenger*. This remark is true of nil 
from conductor to brakomnn, and it affords 
tue pleasure to write it. Tho interveuiug 
country from Tampa to Kissimmee City, 
lying along tho roalroad, i« chiefly pin© 
laud of various grade®, with occasional 
strips of hammock and scrub land. For tbo 
most part tho country is low, and tn some 
places marshy. We also ran through some 
iratrie land.’ Owing to tho great number of 
ukes, this country lias many attractions of 
it* own, and ia settling up rapidly. .Several 
thriving towns have niready spruug up 
along the rood, and five years from 
to-day tbo country wtil present an 
entirely now aKpect.

“BUSINESS” 

Tuesday, March 18.—The breadstuff 
markets contiuuo tame and weak, giving 
buyer* further advantages in all controlling 
centers. Receipts and exports fair. Provi¬ 
sions were quiet, with a slight decline in 
mess pork and lard. Cotton was active, 
with an advance of 1-lflc in spot quotations 
in Now York and 3-lCc in Now Urieans. 
Futures fluctuated rather widely, closing 
£(<08 point* lower than yesterday. The live 
stock markets were quiet and without impor¬ 
tant change. 

In Now York, money was easy, foreign 
exchange was steady, Government bonds 
werequotably unchanged.^ Tbo action of the 
stock market was peculiar, a material rue in 
prices occurring, while the voluino of busi¬ 
ness was unusually light. 

In English markets cotton was Arm, Man¬ 
chester fabrics wero stronger, breadstuff* 
were dull, and provisions quiet, with a further 
decline in lard. 

In February the exports of hog products 
from all United Stutos porta amouuted to 
45,000,000 lbs, in round numbers, against 
58,000,000 lhs in February, 1883. 


THE EXPOSITION. 

The aim of the managers of the Exposi¬ 
tion has been to give to the undertaking 
something more than a local character; to 
arouse through the 8 utc and through the 
South a new spirit of enterprise, a new 
faith founded on accurate information con¬ 
cerning our vast and varied industrial re¬ 
sources as yet undeveloped. 

Last year the Legislature was not in ses¬ 
sion, and Kentucky's display, though cred¬ 
itable, considering the means at the com- 
inundof Prof. Procter, wus altogether in¬ 
adequate. 

The meeting last night and the speeches 
at the banquet indicated a proper apprecia¬ 
tion of what the people of Louisville are 
doiug for the entire State. Tho money to 
pay for these two Expositions has been 
subscribed by the people of Louisville. No 
appeal bus been made, or will be made, to 
others. But at the second Exposition Ken¬ 
tucky ought to do horse if more credit. 
She should exhibit all the products of her 
soil, county by county; she should show 
whut she has of mineral wealth, of wood, 
of oil, of stone. Nothing should be neg¬ 
lected. Such a display made here first, 
aud removed to New Orleans, would do 
more for immigration than leu years' labor 
without it will do. 

The meeting last night was all that the 
most sanguine friends could desire. At 
last it seems our people have awakened to 
the importance of u second Exposition, 
aud the work will be pushed with new life 
and courage. 

THE WAREHOUSE FAILURES. 

No tobacco w arehouseman can claim as 
an excuse for his failure to make both 
ends meet in the la.st two years that he has 
sunk his capit. l m legitimate advances. 
There are advances and advances, viz: 
those which are speculative and unsound 
and those which are legitimate. Such a 
stubborn oud protruded drift of prices in 
favor of sellers is rarely witnessed twice in 
a generation, and this appreciating tendency 
has included all types and grades of leaf 
tobacco on which a Louisville warehouse¬ 
man could havy ventured his money. In 
former experiences of the trade, such for 
instance as 1874-5 aud 1876-U, the ups 
aud downs of prices were *y rapid and ex¬ 
treme flint the securing of tobacco con¬ 
signments by means of loans in advance of 
shipment* was extremely hazardous, and 
not unfrequently disastrous. Losses re¬ 
sulting from such conditions were ex¬ 
cusable, as they happened from the neces¬ 
sity of taking risks in a commodity of 
very unstable value—from such risks, in¬ 
deed. as attend the most legitimate ven¬ 
tures in any fluctuating commodity a con¬ 
siderable period before the dual turn is 
made. A contingent of losses, and even 
failures, can never, probably, be elimi¬ 
nated from such business under modem 
methods of competilion, however careful 
the lender may be; but in the last two 
years it is impossible that such losses 
could have befallen Louisville warehouse¬ 
men, except us a result of incompetcncy or 
dishonesty. 

It is therefore quite obvious that the 
managers of the two failed warehouses 
must offer some plea more plausible to ac¬ 
count for the large amount of bon ow ed 
capital which they have sunk. If they 
have lost on their advances against prom¬ 
ised consignments, they have lost through 
recklessness nr dishonesty. 

This recklessness and, in part at least, 
this dishonesty, are the outgrowth of their 
ready access to bunk money; the necessity 
to puy very high rates of Interest, as their 
collateral was poor; and the vicious 
policy of buMbwimcking their com 
petitors by seeking business on the Cheap 
John principle. The policy has been to 
get consignments at cut rate* if possible, 
but at all events to get consignments, even 
if need be, free of charge, and by means of 
lavish advances to irresponsible persons. 
Thus destroying the revenues of his 
trade which would legitimately overpay, 
of course, tho necessary expeuses. Ma 
son was forced to seek the control of to 
bacco by every possible device, and often 
free of charge, m order to flnance from 
day to clay on tobacco paper, making u 
new* note to-day to pay an old one to-mor¬ 
row. Aud it to a little singular that some 
veteran dealers have been induced by the 
bait of nominal charges, to permit this new 
game of tobucco finance to bo played with 
their propcrLy under their very noses, 
fluidly losing their property. 

We write frankly and clearly as in 
duty bound, determined that, if we can 
get at them, correct deductions shall 
be made concerning tho pJulosophy 
of this very disagreeable piece of business. 
The banks have a lesson to learn, and so 
have the tobacco people of Louisville and 
the patrons of our market, whether buyers 
or sellers. 

With the anme frankness we have 
maintained in exposing these cases, we 
add that the two failed warehouses have 
never occupied positions in the trade even 
of third-rate prominence, and that their 
failure would have attracted but slight at¬ 
tention except for the sensational features 
involved. 

Certain persons have placed strained and 
offensive constructions upon the Courier- 


Journal's remarks approving the conserv¬ 
ative policy pursued by the concerns in the 
Warehouse Association, which has evi¬ 
dently offered the best promise for the per 
mnucuce of the prosperity of this import¬ 
ant trade. For the same reason we disap¬ 
proved of the policy of the other ware¬ 
houses, but purely os a question of policy. 
There was no intention to cast any imputa¬ 
tion upon the principles or integrity of 
those couecrns, or to imply that they were 
liable to depart from honorable methods of 
dealing, even in the event that any of them 
should find tlieir system unprofitable. This 
has never been a matter of question, and is 
not at all likely to be. But they are oper¬ 
ating upon a mistaken line of policy, 
which may coutinue to open up opportu¬ 
nities for adventurers like Mason, and 
which increases the risks of the business 
while redifbg tho insurance fund to cover 
losses. 

,|lt is not to bn expected that the appre¬ 
ciating tendency in tobacco will last for¬ 
ever, and present valuations present a mar¬ 
gin for possible decline, next season for 
instance or the year after, which bat been 
rarely witnessed. This is, of course, a 
matter of conjecture, but the risk is a cer¬ 
tainty. When it comes there will be the 
usual incidents of advances here and there, 
lost t hrough the shrinkage of the property. 
In such a lime prudent men will decline to 
remain In the warehouse business while 
such a «» ale of charges as it is sought to 
cstabb h i operated either by or agaiust 
them, l lie profits would not justify the 
risk. This policy, therefore, would render 
business unprofitable in good years and 
ruinous in bad years, and would operate 
to the disadvantage of buyers, sellers and 
warehousemen. 


WRITING HISTORY. 

It is giveu to few men to make history 
and to write it. Active participation in 
stirring events disqualifies one on many 
accounts for the philosophical duties of 
the historian. Personal reminiscences, in¬ 
dividual experiences, however interesting, 
do uot constitute history. They are only 
the materials which the histortuu here*tier 
will find more or less valuable, according 
to the character and mental force of the 
writer. 

It has been with a certain class of men a 
strange deluriou that they could determine 
for this generation the verdict of history. 
Every orator, every political agitator, 
and here and there nn editor, has 
formally announced what was to be 
the accepted conclusions of the intelligent 
men and women years hence concerning 
our civil war. Nothing is more improba¬ 
ble. The secrets of tho Cabinet and war 
councils are not yet knowu. The inuer 
motives have uot yet been revealed. The 
judgment of no man is yet calm enough 
und clear euough to grasp events, decide 
on their relative importance, determine 
cause and consequence. As yet we are 
unable rightly to weigh the character, 
even, of the principal nctora; more, we 
can not yet know by what principles, 
moral, political or constitutional, these 
men are to be judged. Home of us speak 
of one class of actors as patriots, 
of others as traitors, while others 
reverse this decision, designating the one 
ns fanatics and the other as lovers of 
freedom and liberty. Some insist that 
one’s devotion to the Union shall deter¬ 
mine his claims to respect aud admiration, 
while others contend Unit the Constitution 
is uiorqlhuu the Union, and still others that 
there is a higher law than the Constitution. 
Charles Sumner is the admiration of 
thousands, yet in the Senate he openly 
avowed his udherence to a doctrine which 
displaced the Constitution, and the South 
era leaders, clamoring for the observance 
of the constitutional restrictions, revolted 
wheu, by their own folly, a sectional 
President was chosen Tn strict accord¬ 
ance with the constii|iLional requirement*. 

A moment's consideration shows that 
now no history can be written which tho 
next generation, to say nothing of those 
which are to follow', will accept. 
For nearly two hundred years Cromw ell’s 
position was fixed by the hostile litatormns, 
and his fame had to wait for the comlug of 
Carlyme and Macaulay, for the preva¬ 
lence of new principles of reasoning, aud 
new methods of judgmeuL In much 
shorter time than that wo may find that 
many of our gods arc but commou clay. 

Great expectations have been formed of 
the book on which Mr. Blaine has been 
engaged for some years, lie is tho politi¬ 
cian who to-day has the largest personal 
following. He is popularly endowed with 
personal magnetism, uot a bad quality in a 
historian. He is a man of varied resources 
aud of strong will. As an orator he 
has not reached the highest position, but 
his speeches have a quality which even in 
the Senate make them effective. As the 
head of the State Department he was 
active, but his activity was dangerous and 
somewhat erratic. A man of much per¬ 
sonal ambition it w'as not unnatural he, in 
the years of retirement, should wish to 
write a book. 

Some of the chapters have been given to 
the press. If one has had any high expecta¬ 
tions formed in advance, if he has looked 
for eloquent description aud striking charac¬ 
terization, if he ho** expected original in¬ 
vestigation* und rare insight into a man s 
motives, joined to a keen and just appre¬ 
ciation of hto acts, he will be seriously dis¬ 
appointed by the chapter devoted to the 
closing months of Buchan an’s mi mtnistra 
thra, perhaps the most dramatic mid the 
intensely interesting period of our history. 

It is not altogether fair to judge of any 
work from fragments or extracts, but this 
chapter ought in Itself to be complete. 
Every line should be vivid, every sentence 
full und pointed. There were grouped all 
the elements of a stirring historical episode; 
men of force, character and couvictions 
irreconcillttblo ideas in direct coHUiou 
movements culminating which for a century 
had been gathering force und power; a 
mighty nation in the throes of a revolu¬ 
tion. Mr. Blaine is u»*t equal to his sub¬ 
ject. He treat* it us a politician, some¬ 
thing as would an unexperienced news¬ 
paper correspondent. Here, as in his 
political career, as when he attempted 
to elucidate the monetary prob¬ 
lem, as wdien he sought to interfere w ith 
South American affair*, he is superficial 
when he ought to be profound, und eon- 
‘used where he outfit to be clear. Ho nuns 
to bo fair to Buchanan and Judge Bj jack 
he is ns just as one of his school could be, 
but it is personal rather than political jus 
tice. His estimate of Judge Black is in¬ 
teresting. the best passage in the chapter; 
but it lacks originality, it lacks force und 
finish, it lacks appreciation, discrimination 
aud vividness. 

In writing history one nmy aim at one 
of two objects. He may seek to be pro¬ 


found and exhaustive, sifting all evidence 
and levying tributethrough the w'hole rauge 
of scicucc aud knowledge, as did Gibbon, 
IIume and Macaulay; or like JuiTUf Mc¬ 
Carthy, he may seek to tell the story of re¬ 
cent time* clearly, graphically and con¬ 
cisely, without troubling himself about 
the philosophical principles which under¬ 
lie it. Mr. Blaine confuses tho two. aud 
fails to understand the requisites of success 
in either brauch. He lacks that continuity 
and that power of graphic generalization 
which make Justin McCains? # i»* 
tcresting and valuable, aud he falls 
equally to grasp the meaning of the move¬ 
ments which revolutionized the Govern¬ 
ment. There is a strange lack of sympa¬ 
thy with the events and with the loaders 
he is describing. He is not under the in¬ 
fluence of the occasion; he does not lose 
himself in his story, lie wishes to be 
judicial, he tries to free himself from in¬ 
grained prejudices; be •‘makes an effort” 
to be fair, but the effort is much too ap¬ 
parent. Therefore the work lacks tho 
qualities which would give it permanent 
value, just as Ills work in Congress lacked 
that force w hich leaves anything more than 
n passing impression on the legislation of 
the count rv. 

THE KANSAS CASE. 

The Republicans are crowing from one 
end of tho country to the other because a 
Republican successor to the late Repub¬ 
lican Congressman IIabkell was elected 
the other day in the Republican Second 
Congressional district of Kansu*. 

They eviduutly seem to regard it as a 
great triumph because an overwhelmingly 
Republican district was not in one election 
couverted to Democracy. 

They looked on this election with the 
more soliciludo because the Republican 
candidate, Funston, was a pronounced 
prolectiuuLt, and the opposition candi¬ 
date, Riggs, was an extreme free-trader; 
nud that the latter did not in one short 
month cut down the Republican majority 
iu the district, is regarded by the Repub¬ 
licans as a brilliant victory for Repub¬ 
licanism aud protectionism. 

An examination of the case will show 
that it offers exceedingly small cause for 
such gratulution. 

In the first place, Riggs was not the 
candidate to poll the full opposition 
strength of the district, lie was not a 
Democrat but a Republican-Greenbacker, 
and the attempted fusion of the Democrats 
and Groenbackers, most of the latter having 
origiually been Republicans, was a failure. 

Riggs, furthermore, was personally uu 
popular, and iu addition, he had while in 
the Legislature favored legislation un¬ 
friendly to the railroads and thus incurred 
ptheir hostility. They sought their revenge 
by doing nil in their power to defeat him 
for Cougress. nod as is well euough koow’n 
their power is not insignificauL 

.Moreover, the tariff issue raised in this 
election was uot the issue before the coun¬ 
try. Mr. Higgs contended for absolu.e 
free trade rather than for a revenue tariff. 
There is no party before the country advo¬ 
cating absolute free trade. However de¬ 
sirable tint would be. it is recognized that 
it is impracticable as long as a large reve¬ 
nue must be raised for the Government. 

Besides, H should bo born in mind that 
the tariff is a new question in Kaunas. 
Iowa, Wisconsin and some of the other 
Northwestern States have been dotted over 
with revenue reform and free trade clubs 
which have done much to spread informa 
tion among the people. But It is different 
in itansas. The people in this district 
had received no preliminary education on 
the subject previous to the campaign. 
That with so brief a ’discussion, 
with such an extreme presentation and un¬ 
der such disadvantages as were connected 
with the candidate and tho situation, such 
a good showing was made agaiust the pro- 
teciiomsts is a cause of pride to the revenue 
reformers rather than to the Republicans. 
The Republican candidate was elected by 
3.IKK) majority. In 1880, in the last elec¬ 
tion before this when there was a square 
vote between the two parties. Mr. Has¬ 
kell's majority was 7.021. or 4,000 greater 
than the Republican majority of this year. 
That lait fall, w hen three parties were in 
the field, Mr. Haskell was only elected 
by a plurality, simply goes to show that 
the Kansas Green backers, as stated above, 
are drawn from the Republicans, and when 
a square vote comes ^between the Repub 
licaus and the Democrats the Greenback- 
ers vote with their old party. 

If the Republicans can find ground for 
rejoicing in this condition of affairs, they 
are welcome to make the most uf it. 
Meanwhile we are feeling pretty good over 
the case ourselves 


The Springfield, Mass.. Jtepubliean, 
speaking of the recent election to Congress 
of a Republican over a Greenbacker in the 
Second Kansas district, says that the result 
has about as much bearing on the tariff 
question as the municipal contest up iu 
Bangor, which the ardent aud asinine Bog 
telle telegraphed his constituents w*as be¬ 
ing watched by the country “with tho ut¬ 
most vigilance, aud the vote in Bangor 
w ill encourage either the friends or the foes 
of American labor. The election of Judge 
Humphrey by h handsome majority will 
be worth much to the cause of protection 
at this important juncture.** Judge 
Humphrey, it should be added, was not 
elected. 


It Is time for those in the Democratic 
party who are crying for harmony to act.

The two 
brothers are gradually growing worse, and 
tho probability is that their fate is sealod. 
The oa*» excites Ihu sympathy of tho citixenn, 
as the people are in very reduced circum¬ 
stance*.

—I met Judge 
Reckner this morning and asked -him about 
tho prospooU of tho School Bill. “The com¬ 
mit tee expect to report it this woek,” ho an¬ 
swered; “and there ought to be no trouble 
about it* uuv-ngD. Tho only apprehension 1 
have to, that it come* before the General As¬ 
sembly so late in the session. It is a good 
bill, but of course will not suit everybody, 
and amendments will no doubt be abundant. 
Their discussion will consume time, and tbo 
approach of tho end will make members 
who aro more interested in other measures 
anxious lest the School BUI may cron d these 
out, and it may lx> that it will lie put iu dan¬ 
ger from considerations of this kind. The 
best plan for getting it out of the way will 
bo to take it up aud pass it as reported. 
Thera are some thing* in it which aro not as 
I would bnvo them, and Uiero are others 
which 1 would like to get iu, but, 
taken as a whole, it is a decided step forward 
and gives u*. a better system. If members 
will only forbear and waive little objections 
for the good of the cause, the bill can speedily 
be passed. The bill as drafted by the special 
Senate committee, consisting of Messrs. 
Bennett, Garnett and. L. T. Moore, was an 
excellent one. They had the assistance of 
Prof. Pickott, who was, by resolution of the 
Senate two years ago, requested to act with 
tho committee. Aud then just before the 
General Assembly met, Prof. Pickett got 
Dr. A. D. Mayo, of Boston, the distinguished 
lecturer on educational topics and a most 
practical muu, U> stay here a week or more 
and help him in tho preparation of tho bill. 
The Joint (,' umu HU** uf the Senate and 
House has been considering it now since the 
session begun, und It will be fairly repre¬ 
sentative of the best school seutimaut in 
Kentucky at present. I sincerely hope the 
friends of popular education throughout ttoo 
State will write to their .Senators and Rep¬ 
resentatives and urgo them to givo the bill 
prompt and fair consideration, waiving 
trilling objections.” 

In the Hon e tho rules were suspended and 
atflll to amend the charter of the Louisville 
Gas Company wo* passed. This bill passed 
the Senate March 15. It increases the capi¬ 
tal stock of said company to $3,000,000.

The motion to reconsider prevailed, and the 
House then, by a vote of 3< yea* to 3'J nay*, 
adjom ned until Thursday morning at 10.30

TU1C SENATE. 

The Committee on (Icneral Statute*, to 
whom was referred the tocalp Bill, originating 
in the House, reported tho bill, with tho 
opiniou that it ought uot to (tass. 

Air. Caudill spoke in favor of poatponiLg 
the consideration of the bill until VN odues- 
day, on account of tho sparse attendance in 
the tounato and the importance of tho act to 
several Senators. 

Air. Walton said the bill could be consid¬ 
ered at once. 

Mr. Robbins thought tho bill was not of 
.Millieu*ut interest to postpone action upon it 
or liavo it giveu the dignity of a special or 
der. 

Mr. Hays cared nothing about the matter 
personally, but if there were any Senators 
who deal rod to have the matter passed over 
ho would favor it. 

* Mr. Caudill said this matter might bo of 
little interest to many, but, speaking for hto 
people and givine hto own persona] experi¬ 
ence. ho was prepared to *ny the matter was 
one of serious importance to those imiuedi- 
atvly concerned. 

Mr. Taulbve thought that tho mattei 
should bo postponed ou account of its im¬ 
port once, and because of tho absence of cer¬ 
tain Senator*. 

Mr. Martin thought no hurt could come 
from giviug time to the friends of tho bill. 

Tho bill was made special order for Wed- 
nesday next, 19tb last. 

Mr. llallam moved to reconsider tho vot« 
by which postponement was voted. 

Mr. Hays thought tho motion should not 
lie eulortainvd, for he was sure there wa* 
some devilment brewing, judging from the 
significant tw inkles in th* eye of tho Senator 
'from Kenton. 

Mr. Taulbee had found that there was a 
class of people who were ignorant of tho 
wants of the people of the mouutamj*, an l 
be was somewhat tiring of sneer* being flung 
at matter* of much importance to his peo¬ 
ple. 

Air. llafiam suggested that tho bill had os- 
caped fatality iu the House on account of 
tho high opinion that body bad for tho safety 
that resided in tho Senate on revisory con¬ 
sideration of such measures. Ho thought 
a cbeu]>er plan of getting rid 
of the question wo* to have a carefully kept 
record of the auiuiato nud fowls destroyed by 
these depredators on tho barnyard, aud have 
compensation male for the value of tho 
thing* killed, instead of paying for tho scalps 
ot these wily enemies of the good housewives 
and former*. Ho thought the bill j»bouU4uot 
i ant, 

Mr. Caudill thought it was time things 
wore fairly looked at. A thing that was of 
interest to one section could not be «*xpected 
to be of interot to nil sections alike. He 
had voted to appir money to relieve flood 
sufferers, and had douo it wlllinglv when his 
people were not directly interested, and now 
be did not like to be sneered out of court be¬ 
cause forsooth his section had a matter of 
interest that did not directly concern all 
part* of the State. 

A(r. Robblus was opposed to the bill, but 
thought tho matter should not be entitled to 
the dignity of n reconsideration of the vole 
by which the bill was postponed. 

Mr. Hnllaui desired to s&y that his people 
hod appropriated nono of the ttuod-sufrereiV 
fund to their own use. They had been ap¬ 
portioned sums, but hod giveu it to their 
neighbor*. Me wra» not responsible for the, 
lack of information in the Senators, and was 
tired of seeing it so often alluded to iu the 
Bennie. 

Mr. Boles bad a high opinion of the Sena¬ 
tors from Clay, Morgan und Kuox, but 
there were intimations of horse-swupping, 
aud he was in favor of an immediate con¬ 
sideration, because if delay was granted no 
power under heaven could defeat the bill, if 
backed up by the Ingenuity of tho gentlemen 
in charge of the bill and their skill in horse- 
swapping. 

The bill went over until Wtnlncsday. 

Tho Senate, yesterday, though dealing 
with matters almost purely local iu character, 
mannged to inject its proceedings with an 
ab*urbent interest that could hardly havo 
invested the discussion of a general question 
with a livelier turn. The debate iuvolvt.nl 
the eutire kaleidoscopic phase of parlia¬ 
mentary science end practice, including 
Senate call, arrest of gravo members and 
the enforced incarceration of hungry re¬ 
porters. Tho performance was hinted nt 
when the House bill restoring tho bounty on 
fox scalps and giving rewards for othor 
epidermic evidences of preying posts being 
snatched baldheaded, but when tbo Houso 
bill in regard to the re-removal of tlio county 
seat of Ballard from Wickhffe to Blandvilfe 
w.ts introduced and amoudod by 8« nature 
Monday and Taulbee, the signal was given to 
unleash tbo pent-up fun and for the audience 
to get ou the top benches while the band 
playol and tue elephant walked round. 

Mr. Robbins was the first speaker, lie re¬ 
capitulated tho facts in connection with the 
election four year* ago in Ballard culinty, 
which ended iu tho couuty seat being taken 
from Blandvfile and being located at 
Wickhffe. It was charged that fraudulent 
votes had carried the election aud thwarted 
the real will of tho people. It w'os not 
denied that n majority of the votes as ap¬ 
pearing ou the poll books were for removal, 
but it wa* charged that railroad bauds, with 
no legal citizenship, and other itinerant!) bail 
cost a largo peicontage of votes, aud the 
charge had nover boon successfully refuted. 

In aiiHwer to a question from Senator Boles 
it was replied that fraudulent vote** could 
uot be expunged because there wns no tri¬ 
bunal to which the case was submitted which 
was competent to t-xpungo illegal votes. 
The only way to *©ttlo this question was to 
recommit the whole matter to the people of 
Ballard county and lot them pass upon It 
and stand by their decision. 

Mr. Monday spoke in favor of his amend¬ 
ment. He *aid he had no doubt the people 
of Blandvill© would keenly appreciate tho 
force of the argument aud onslaught of the 
Senator from Oldham against and upon the 
littlo town of Wickhffe. but an argument to 
ba reckoned effective should have a wider 
assent than could come from only the parties 
in interest. 

Mr. Vaughan wished this question dis- 
>o.i of fairly and finally. It was uot only 
the interest of lucal quietude and local 
advancement, but iu the interest of the .State 
at large that he wished to see 'this question 
settled. % . 

Air. Robbins could not bob why tho frionds 
of Wickhffe, if they had a majority of tbo 
voters of the couuty on their side, could ob¬ 
ject to tho method of sot;lenient proposed by 
tne biU under discussion. If they bad a ma¬ 
jority, thnt majority would prove decisive. 

Mr. Vajghn explained that tbo Represen¬ 
tative for Ballard county was in favor of this 
bill nf* now botoro the Senate, as were iU*o 
tho Representatives of contiguous counties, 
and it was to bo naturally presumed their 
opinions would Ih> worth a great deal iu deal- 
lug with so vexatious a question. 

Mr. Fogle thought tuo immediate ReDre- 
seuUUve* should know more about the wants 
oi the |*eople interested and also of the ques¬ 
tion under dtorusaion, but he could not see 
for tho lifo of him bow unsettling a question 
tlmt had boon once fairly settled, and had 
pn^ed for revtonm of errors successfully 
through the courts, could settle it. 

Mr. Burnett looked at this question from a 
different standpoint from that occupied by 
most of tho gentlemen who had engaged in 
thto discussion. Our business is uot whether a 
majority of voters have cither voted thto 
way or after that manner, but whether 
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either a majority or a minority have a 
grievance which has grown out of a wrong. 

Mr. Fogle combatted tk* idea of the 
mandatory character of petition*. 

Mr. Smith thought tho people of Bollard 
had been unfairly treated. Only those in fa¬ 
vor of tho removal of the county seat from 
Btnndville to Wiekiiffe had been counted. 
The whole vote cast should have had its ma¬ 
jority to rule. Voting against assessors’ 
books was a wrong that there could bo no 
apology for. 

Mr. Robbins moved the previous question, 
which proved tho signal for tho alignment 
of force* and preparation for strategic par¬ 
liamentary advantage. Motion* to adjourn, 
request to be excused from voting, calling 
for tho yeas and nays, appeals from the deci¬ 
sion of the Chair, and all the thousand and 
oue weapons of parliamentary tactics were 
brought into requisition. Tho battle raged 
hot ami waxed hotter and fiercer. Tho mi¬ 
nority, which was lighting for postponement 
iti order to allow Souator Boles and Senator 
Hays nu opportunity to spook on the bill, 
was a determined and skillful minority, and 
tho inquiry was a number of times suggested. 
Is there no power to compel a minority to 
desist from walloping a ranjority? 

*Thick and fast did tho strategic minority, 
composed of Senator* M-Uuday, Boles, Foglo 
and Hays, rain down their ingenuity in 
tho way of strategic surprises, but os *tendi]y 
did the opposition drivo them from point to 
point, until just ns tho Senate clock stood 

{ xrinting with its hands to 5:30 p. M., the 
lag of the opposition wout down In a blare 
of glory, ana the shouts of tho victors went 
Hying through the air in ripplus of laughter 
and exclamations of joy as tho battle ended, 
aud the bill, a> it came trom the House, was 
passed and the vote to reconsider w as tabled. 
So ended tho longest session of the Seuato for 
tho year of our Lord 1884, and the length¬ 
iest fast on record, so far as some of those 
present were concerned. 

Mr. Ualinw introduced a joint resolution, 
herein inserted, looking to the appointment 
of special joint committees to consider mat¬ 
ters of prime importance to legislation to re¬ 
port at an adjourned session of the Legisla¬ 
ture, to convene on the first Monday in No¬ 
vember next; to consider only euch matters 
ns shall bo committed to the special commit¬ 
tee*. Tho resolution propose* ndiourument 
of the Legislature on tho iiDtb of March. 

Mr. liallam asked that tho resolutions 
might be printed. Granted. ‘1 he resolutions 
are as follows: 

Jtesolvrd by the General AHemMy of the Com¬ 
mon wealth of Kentucky. That the true policy of 
Kentucky is: First—Liberal exemption laws, in 
order that the sanctity of home* may he pro¬ 
tected. and that those pncele** bulwarks n*uu.st 
communism and against usurpation may be en¬ 
couraged, and that tne implements of earning 
life may not be taken frotu the Laborer. 

Second—Strict limitation laws, in order that, 
with the security of homes, immigration from 
less-favored lands may be stimulated. 

Third-A Just distribution of the cost of gov- 
ernm*'nt among the several communities of the 
Bute in proportion to their mean*, and, to that 
end. some mode of equalizing assossweuts in the 
various counties. 

Fourth—An efficient method of collecting the 
taxes assessed. so that the fiscal affairs of the 
Commonwealth n»av be made healthy without 
Increase of the rate of toxation. 

Fifth—A system in tho Land office, auch that 
the State shall not be guilty of the crime of grant- 
inc the land to more than one purchaser, and 
that it may be possible to ascertain what land has 
been granted and what remain* t<* the Suite 
Sixth—A humane code of criminal laws, dis¬ 
criminating more strictly between puulicaud pri¬ 
vate wrongs, applying only to the former, und. 
by the hope of reward, as well as by tht? fear of 
punishment, seeking to reclaim the convict to 
usefulness and happiness; looking also to the 
lowest death rate among convicts, aud to tho ut¬ 
most prevention of escapes of that outlawed and 
desperate class into innocent communities. 

Seventh—Thorough inspection, from time to 
time, of the public charities. 

Eighth—The widest extension of the benefits of 
education compatible with the purpoaew of gov¬ 
ernment. 

Ninth—An administration of the public affairs 
as economical as may be consistent with thor¬ 
oughness. 

Tenth—A revised Constitution, such ns will In¬ 
sure more attention of the General Assemble to 
public a flu irk, and will remit private and local 
affuirs to local authorities. 

And to these ends— 

Be it further resolved, Tliat the following 
committees, to con»ibt of three Senators and 
eight Representatives, be appointed by tho 
Speakers of the respective bouses, to-wit 
A Committee on Exemption and Limitation 


Committee ou Revenue and Reform. 

A Committee on the Public Lauds. 

A « ommiUee on tho Criminal Law's and Public 
Charities. 

A Committee on the School Laws. 

A C ommittee on Administrative Economy and 
Rodion of the* tWiMjtmkui. 

And the Governor is empowered to appoint 
flu' ptsr-«'Us to act with said Committee ffii Rev¬ 
enue and Reform, and that the Auditor shall be 
an ex-officio meml»«r thereof. 

That sit id committee shall kit when and w here 
iu tho State they may elect; provided, that none 
except said Committee on Revenue and Reform 
shall kit more than twenty days, and they shall 
rep ort at the adjourned session of this General 
Ah-enibly to be held a* follow*, viz: 

This General Assembly will adjourn on the 
!**th day of March, 1-*M, to meet on the first 
Monday* iu No* ember next, and the report* of^ 
said committees and action thereon shall be the 
only order of busine-s at wild adjourned session. 

Mr. Fogle thought tho necessity for print¬ 
ing did not exist. * 

Mr. Mtiuday looked upon tho resolution as 
in the nature of a message, and mor&d to 
refer to the appropriate committees. 

Mr. Halinm only desired to see such meth¬ 
ods inaugurated as would effect the purpose* 
of much needed legislation. T hero were un- 
cotuidered subject* of vital interest to tho 
Stuto m the hands of th* committees of tbo 
Legislature which could uot bo formulated 
satisfactorily, and his only desire was to mm> 
adopted auch policy as would expedite such 
business as L absolutely necessary to tho 
well-being of tho State. Ho had no farther 
interest in the matter than was common to 
other Senators aud to every citizen of tho 
Commonwealth. Ho was willing to have 
any notion that would bo most likely to 
bring tbo importance of the gist of tho reso¬ 
lutions before the Legislature. Thore was 
urgent need of’some effective system of dis- 
po>ing of pressing legislation, and that was 
all there was iu it. 

Mr. Cox moved to have tho subject re¬ 
ferred to the Senate Committee of tho Whole 
ou Thursday next. He thought tho resolu¬ 
tions entitled to the greatest respect. T he 
important measures involved in these resolu¬ 
tions are likely to get no proper considera¬ 
tion without somo special arrangement for 
their consideration. The consenting to the 
printing committed nobody to the resolu¬ 
tions. 

Mr. Mundny, while of the opinion that the 
appropriate plnco for the resolutions was 
with tho committees having in ebargo each 
rustier, he had no objection to the printing 
of the resolutions. 

Mr. Feay proposed to amend the resolutions 
bvlmsiji tiu£tbnt members of said committees 
shall be paid tho same per diem and mileage 
ns are now allowed members of the Gcuorai 
Assembly for all day* actually engaged m 
work, and for miles actually traveled. 

Mr. Haggard indorsed heartily the purport 
of the resolutions and Mr. Cox’s motion to 
refer them to the Committee of the Whole on 
Thursday for consideration. It whs evident 
that the legislature had failed to get off on 
the right foot in the beginning. It was also 
growing apparent that necessary legislation 
could uot be properly disposed of by the ordi¬ 
nary methods iu the usual tune appropriated 
to legislation. Every resolution in that 
paper demanded cartful and thorough con¬ 
sideration. The pouplo are uot uureasonable 
and will uot complain of the L'eLlnture for 
adopting any wise methods for w isely and 
satisfactorily disposing of it* work. 

Mr. Robbins was in favor of printing, and 
indorsed the opinion that the suggestions 
contained in the resolutions were worthy of 
serious consideration. • 

Mr. l’eny said it was undeniable thnt tho 
revenue laws and those relating to charitable 
institutions, end perhaps other subjects, were 
in such condition that it would Almost be 
impov'ible to apply any remedy to their de¬ 
fects without toe aid of some agency of like 
character as introduced by Mr. Jlaliarn. 

Mr. Carpenter thought the Senate could 
consider the matter of Mr. ilallam's resolu¬ 
tions without any outside aid of resolution*. 
Ho was opposed to printing, and caw no ne¬ 
cessity for any other method than was fur¬ 
nished by regular legislation. 

Mr. Hay* argued that hasty legislation 
was well known to bo infinitely wonso Mian 
no legislation. It is apparent to every 
thoughtful citizen that some extraordinary 
agency it. tiecen'sury to secure much-needed 
legislation. He was in favor of printing, 
and afterward would lie in favor of a re¬ 
spectful consideration of tho suggestions of 
the resolutions. 

Tho Senate resumed consideration of the 
act to legalize titles connected with certain 

land patents. 

A motion of Mr. Haggard to order the 
previous question provoked considerable de¬ 
bate, in which per-onal explanations were 
made. Mr. Haggard withdrew his motion 
for tho previous question. 

Mr. Hallam spoke in favor of tho bill, and 
was replied to by Mr. Haggard 

Mr. Garnett said the tstate of Kentucky 
undertook to make patentees a good title, 
md this bill only intend* to part The State 
and Us title and does not interfere with prior 
title*. The bill i* in lauded to Lea vs the mat¬ 
te* of Utle of All dolman:» os they previous¬ 


ly existed. The State only intended to give 
a quit-claim and let the parues fight it out. 
If any other meaning was to be drawn from 
the bill he did not understand it, and would 
vote for an amendment making the bill con¬ 
form to that opinion. 

Rending discussion the Senate adjourned.

New York, March 18.—The stock mar¬ 
ket was firm all day, and clotted at an ad¬ 
vance of from % to ^ per cent, nbovo Ia*t 
night’* figures. Engagement* to *hij> $600,- 
000 iu gold to-morrow and a rumor that 
from a million to a million and a half more 
would go out Saturday etimulated the bears 
at one timo, but the hammering prices cotild 
not be kept up. 

Northwest nows varied. It was believed 
by conservative dealers that the differences 
would be submitted to arbitration and that 
meau while there would Lo no rate cutting. 

St. Paul closed ^ higher than last night, 
Chicago. Rock Island and Pacific 1; 4 and 
Norcuwo-ttern 1 per cent, higher, although 
earnings of the three roads showed a de¬ 
crease in the second week iu March. There 
wa* a sharp advoq^e m Pullman Palace Car 
stock on accouut of a reported valuable con¬ 
tract ol the Pullman Company with Cana¬ 
dian roads. 

A noticeable feature of the past few days 
has been tho advance in Kansas Texas, 
Texas Pacific, New York and New England, 
Denver, St. Louis and San Francisco. The 
stock of these roads went up four jx>int* to¬ 
day, aud other low-pnced stocks have begun 
to move upward. Tbo move is generally 
considered a bid by Gould for public support. 
Conditions are favorable to it, because such 
stocks rally quickly, interest charges are 
light, and fluctuations usually wide. 

Gould will return this week, and his friends 
say he will take hold of the market again. It 
set-ras doubtful, indeed, if he has lot go of it 
for any length of time, bis manipulations be¬ 
ing carried on nehrly as extensively while 
away as when prevent. 

There w as a violeut movement in Denver 
to day, stock running up to 21 on one trans¬ 
action; but it reacted at once, it is believed 
that tho now pool will put %tock up. Lehigh 
Valley and Nickel-Plat* officials are makiug 
a ne%v traffic arrangement. 

A quotation of lb** cents for pig-iron to¬ 
day at the Metal Ext-nange was circulated as 
a strong bear point in the stock market. 
President Clarke, of the Thomas Iron Co., 
said No. 1 pig-iron wan strong at 20 r j, and 
the condition of the trade was brighter than 
for a month. He looks for higher price*, 
and says iron could be put up to 21 at any 
time. His opinion of steel is not favorable, 
and he tbiuk9 some urrangemout will bo 
made to restrict production. The money 
rate is unchanged, but it is thought there will 
bo a stronger demaud for it within the next 
fortnight or month, although the rat* may 
not be much advauced. Bank official* and 
business men look for a 6 per cent, rate by 
summer. 


AT CHICAGO. 

WHEAT GOES DOWN TO “POT” PRICEB, AND 

MANX MARGINERS WERE LOST IN THE DE¬ 
CLINE. 

[Seerial to the Courier’Journal.] 

Chicago, March 18.— Wheat, sure enough, 
did decline to-day to the ‘*put M price; hut 
there did not occur, as we predicted last 
night, any rally to speak of. “Puts” were 
going last night at 94’*,(<£95 cents, and some 
were sold at B cents. May wheat dropped 
l to-day to 94' 4 cent*. It closed on the curb 
at cents. It was a tern bio day 

for the “bulls ’—not the local bulls, for they 
have had opportunities for hedging aud 
scalping, and have lessened their losses; they 
w ere not surprised, either, by tue movement 
to-day—but the poor countrymen. Hun- 
reds of thousand* of bushels of wheat were 
tossed overboard by the commission men, be¬ 
cause margins were oxbnustod. 

Ninety-five cents is apparently almost as 
critical a price on the scale as tho dollar 
point. When May wheat dropped awhile 
ago to $1 millions of bushels of “long” 
grain went over. Somo even had been 
bought at $ l 08 and carried at every sacri¬ 
fice, and after ono margin after another had 
been put up, exhausted and renewed. 

Ono set of wheat bulls disappeared from 
this market, theu when wheat dropped under 
the dollar mark and the most precious tradi¬ 
tion know to the speculating farmer, that 
wheat is always cheap at $1 at 
Chicago, wo* smashed. To-day when 
the May option droppod under 95o 
another *ot of bulls disappeared. A com¬ 
pany of them, too, tired aud discouraged, 
bur*ted because so much property had Lj be 
sold for want of protecting margins. May 
wheat dropped down to 94? 4 c. Thou there 
were some rumors of buying by the fow 
bulls left, soma more buying by shorts, and 
as a result there was a little recovery. 

The trading to-day was large. Lester was 
a very largo seller, and the Big Two were 
pounding away at prices os u»uul. When the 
Figures got down to Doc for May wneat the 
selling became general. Thi* was the wheat 
going overboard, upou which margins had 
expired, and when the lowest point wa* 
reached—94\c—there followed wry shnro 
buying and n very sharp reaction of l ;c. But 
there was njipareutly nothing in the market 
to sustain the price. 

Un the call tho volume of trading vras very 
small and featureless. Wheat ia now very 
low. Wheat for May cau now l>« bought 
for 95c. Then* has uot been a season since 
1868 when cash w heat did not soil at some 
time in the month of Mayal>ove$l. Cash 
wheat is now lower than it has been for sev¬ 
enteen years, during tbo present month, with 
tho exception of t-.vu years. Iu answer to 
this the reply is that there was never before 
a visible supply of wheat at this time of the 
year of 82 i OCK) t OOO bushels, nor a s;oek in 
Chicago of over 12,000,000 bushel*. 

There were somo fierce bear* to-night even 
at the present figures, but they all admit 
that success at veiling is dependent altogether 
upon fair weather and the absence of every 
source of accident, and a scarce crop, they 
admit, would *»end prices kiting. The ap¬ 
pearance of any export demand, or even tuo 
appearance of’any strong combination of 
buyer* in the market, would do tho same 
thing. There was a report that ten boat¬ 
loads of wheat had been taken for export at 
New York to-day, and 75,000 bushel* at 
Milwaukee. 

The Secretary of tho Chicago board fig¬ 
ures that tho visible *upplv oi wheat de¬ 
ceased thhi week 470,000 bushels and that 
the visible supply of corn increased about 
415,(KKl bushel*. 

Arthur Orr, of Irwin, Orr Sc Co., said to¬ 
night that while tho selling of wheat now 
was certainly extra hazardous and he looked 
for a reaction, still if the weather continued 
favorable for three weeks, he looked for a 
•till further and considerable declino. The 
wheat plaut, ho says, has unquestionably 
been a little aiTc*ct*-d,*o far as tu blades are 
concerned, in certain part* of the winter 
wheat country; but, so tar as he can learn, 
the root* have not been affected, and with 
the root* all right, that wheat is safe. 

LindbUiui’s man, who ha» recently trav¬ 
eled through Illinois. Kansas and Missouri, 
*ays that tho winter wheat U not damaged 
seriuusly, but there are euough mgus of dam¬ 
age to give an excuse for sensational reports 
of damage. 

A gentleman who saw Phil. Armour Eari 
recently reports that Armour *ay* that he 
sold bis wheat last Friday. Two millions of 
it w*a* told ou the call, half through Siuger 


and the other half through McCormick, 
Adams <fc Co., and Dwight Sc Gilletto. The 
same authority, however, sav* that Armour 
declared that the fellow who bought wheat 
would make the money. 

There was a rumor’to-day that charter* 
had been made for the shipment of 250,000 
bushels of corn, to be taken out at the be¬ 
ginning of navigation. The weather was 
bad and tbo receipts were small. Ail these 
things combined to make tho price steady, 
and it Wo*. The May oj*tion was almost all 
dav at about 57c. It claimed at 56>£©. The 
holder* of this grain are the strongest j^eonle 
hen*, and as the prico has dropped a little, 
out of sympathy with wheat, instead of un¬ 
loading, they have increa-ud their prices. 
Tho “Big Two” and Liudblom's juirlnar* 
are about the onlv one* fighting an advanco 
in it. It is generally expected that the re¬ 
ceipts will drop off for a fortnight. St. 
Louis continues very bearish. 

Provision* were’simply steadj'. Tbero 
was little trading, not enough to muko new*. 

May pork stopped at $18 05; May lard at 
$9 62#. 

Hogs were lower at tho yards, because tho 
weuther was warm, and packer* were not 
buyers.

Gen. Smith ('oniphMlng Preparation* for the 

Grrrly Rrllel Expedition.

New York, March 18.—Paymaster Gen¬ 
eral Smith, of the navy, who has been in 
this city for several days, completed to-day 
the purchase of provision* for the Greely re¬ 
lief expedition. The outfit of tbU expedition 
embraces subsistence of 140 men for two 
years, including the subsistence of 60 dogs 
and 3 drivers. The “bill of fare” consist* 
of 160 different items, among which are: 
Hard bread, 100,000 pounds; flour, 26,000; 
rice, 50,000; salt pork, 37,000; bacon, 22,- 
000; salt beef, 39,000; smoked ham* and 
tongues, 19,000; corned meat* inssortedi, 
28,000; soup* and soup stock, 8,000; canned 
mackerel and salmon, 4,000; head-cheese 
and sausage, 6,000: assorted vegetables, 11.- 
000; sauer-kraut and pickiod cabbage, 5,- 
000; plum pudding, 2,000; mince meat, 3,- 
000; dried and canned fruit* and raisins, 
10,000; butter, 7,300; su^ar, 8,200; coffee, 
3,200; tea, 10,000; chocolate, 2,000; chee&e, 
5,500; oysters fried and raw, 4,000; boiled 
eggs, 2,000; lard, 6,500; condensed milk, 
5,500; pemmican for crew), 30,000; pemmi¬ 
ca u (for dogs), 22,000; lime juice, 11,000. 

All these goods, except the salt provisions, 
must be packed iu tin case*?, many of which 
uiuri also bo inclosed in wooden kegs. The 
egg^ must be fresh, boiled twenty minutes, 
packed, covered with lard in air-tight kegs, 
fifty to a k.»g. There Is in the list also 2,000 
poumls of Philadelphia “scrapple” aud 
2,000 pound* of “pepperpot.” 

Tho pemmican is composed of one-half 
muu.l of dried beef, which has been reduced 
:%m two pound* of the U^t leau beef from 
round, and free trom fat or gristle, and one- 
half a pouua of Lhe best beef tallow to each 
pound.

-foot and mouth disease. They found fifteen 
head out of a herd of fifty affected with foot 
rot, all being calves but two. The disease 
was found in various stages, from those just 
beginning to show it to others that had lost 
the entire foot. The condition of the affect¬ 
ed cattlo here is exactly Uke those described 
a* existing in Effingham county, IU., the va¬ 
rious stages being identical. The hord of 
Mr. Drake 1* tue only one that can be beard 
of in this section that i* in any manner dis¬ 
eased. Tho malady with which these cattle 
ore suffering ha* no relation whatever to tho 
contagious foot and mouth disease.

As friend* of tho Chicago nnd Indianapo¬ 
lis, so cal led Air-line, are under the impres¬ 
sion that this ruad has been, so to speak, 
stepped upon, through tho traffic agreement 
enieied into between President Ingalb, of 
tho C., 1., Kt. L. and C. t and President 
Roosevelt, of the L., N. A. and C., it will 
be in place to state that the prospects for 
this new road into Indianapolis are now 
more flattering and important thau 
they could have been in tlio next five years, 
had tho road been operated as a Chicago 
line. We are now at liberty to state that 
a traffic agreement ha* been entered into be¬ 
tween the L., N A. and C. people and the 
Chicago and West Michigan road which will 
establish a through passenger line between 
Indianaoolhi aud Western and Northern 
Michigan, and next week through coaches 
will be put on to run daily and nightly bo- 
tween ludlunapolis and Grand Rapid*, 
making a 27-mile shorter route between 
these points than any now existing. Tbo 
most good, however, is not likely to come 
out of the pos*eng©r traffic. By this agree¬ 
ment an important fn»t freight lino is estao- 
lidiod w hich will bo the morn important in 
bringing into this section for dintriimUon 
tho immense lumber traffic of Northern 
Michigan, and in turn opens up Western 
and .Northern Michigan as a market far 
Indiana block coal, aud to Indianapolis mer¬ 
chants territory which they could not readi- 
lv reach heretofore. Very fortunately fbr 
t'n© L., N. A. and C. people, the Wabash 
people have just rescinded a trnffioatrrange- 
ment with the C. nud \V. M. road which 
naturally throw* their busmci* onto the uew 


lines. In fact, one party promises to ship 
600 car-loads this season south over the C. 
«nd W. M. road and L. t N. A. and C. Air- 
litft. The two through train* to bo put on 
March 23 each way make close connections 
with the C. and W M. at LaCrosso, and on 
the*o trains the through coaches are to be 
hauled. These trains will lvavo Indianapolis 
at noon an I midnight OH tho arrival of the 
Cincinnati, Indianapolis, St. Louis aud Chi¬ 
cago trains.

Meeting of Kentuckians at the 
Opera-house Last Evening.

Hearts. 


MANY ELOQUENT SPEECHES. 


Were all tho business men of l/ouisville 
made of such go-ahead, pushing material as 
those composing tho committeo which went 
up os far as Anchorage yesterday to moot 
tho visiting statesmen from the capital, the 
success of tho Second Southern Exposition 
would have been guaranteed tho day after 
the si'homu was first thought of. There were 
present on the traiu such men as President 
Benuett H. Young, Messrs. John H. leath¬ 
ers, A. P. Coldewey, Julius Winter, Col. M. 
Lewis Clark, W. 8 . Wilson, Silas Miller, 
John Whallen, and, in fact, every member 
of tha committee named yesterday in tho 
Courier-Journal, anil it was decidedly en¬ 
couraging to see such men interested and 
working so enthusiastically for the success of 
the enterprise. Col. Young was busy all the 
wav up arranging hotel and reception dona- 
mitteos, and by tho time the train bearing 
the Frankfort visitor*^arrived at Anchorage 
everything was in first-class shape. It was 
decided to have no speeches or other 
formalities at Anchorage, but to reserve 
everything of tho kind for the meeting at 
night. The Legiou band accompanied the 
committee from this city, and, when the 
Frankfort train stopped at tho platform, 
they greeted the visitors with “The Old 
Kentucky Home,** followed by “Dixie,” 
and the good feeling and natural pride which 
this arousod made the visitors almost as en¬ 
thusiastic over the Exposition prospects as 
the President himself.

THE MASS-MEETING. 

AN IMMENSE CROWD AT THE OPERA-HOUSE. 

One of the largest meetings that ever 
gathered in tho Opera hobso was tho mass- 
meeting of citizens to indorse the Exposition 
and glvo it a new boom. The hall was 
crowded, the galleries wore packed, and in 
the aisles there was hardly standing-room. 
It was a most enthusiastic crowd, too, and 
every sentiment that was worthy of appro¬ 
bation was emphasized with a storm of ap¬ 
plause. The various delegations of legisla¬ 
tors were taken from their headquarters to 
the Opera-house by the committees in charge 
of them. Mr. John AVhalJon took tho Buck¬ 
ingham baud dow n to the Louisville Hotel 
and carried about 500 citizens up to the 
ball with the bund at their head. As this 
long procession marched thruugbt the street*, 
they were cheered at every corner. Tho 
band struck up “Dixio,” and amidst much 
enthusiasm and cheering the crowd forced its 
may into the hall. 

BENNETT YOUNG’S SPEECH. 

When something like ordor had been ob¬ 
tained Col. Young advanced and said:

Nowsn vners 
ji every county discussed the wonderful show, 
ind ita hwaoni have not only inspired the people 
of Louisville and Kentucky, but of this entire 
jountry. 

Tho day has come when the South is putting 


aside her shackles and reaching out farther©- 
Milts her natural Advantages claim and deman I. 
Hampered by social and political difficult las, 
which have been removed in the blood an*i sUf 
fering of her people, she arises now to a collec¬ 
tion of her pc*>tbl« growth and development, 
aud awakes w ith a courugemis zeal, tho outcome 
of disappointment, to the most enlarged under 
takings. 

In tbe section between th" Ohio river and the 
gulf of Mexico is to be witnessed in the coming 
twenty yeats the founding of it great mineral :tnd 
agricultural empire, and which in splendor and 
rapidity of lealizaticu will put. to shame even 
the greatest triumphs of tbs Aincrienu people in 
bringing this vast UoniAln under tribute to civili¬ 
zation. Kentucky must be tbe lender luthin gieat 
change. Surrounded and divided with water- 
highways. the cheapest means of transporta¬ 
tion. with coal, iron, timber and food in the 
most marvelous and fortunate proximity, with 
topographical advantages which nro in them¬ 
selves worth million*, there cah be nothing con¬ 
ceived which, with industry, energy and capital, 
can fail of materialization. 

With tho marked State pride and State love of 
Kentuckians, we ean all labor and strive for pro¬ 
ducing hi Kentucky that condition of affairs 
winch w ill entitle her to her propor position and 
to secure for her the power and influence which 
result from iucreofto of population, wealth and 
enterprise. 

This In a common platform, where wo can all 
meet and upon which there are and can be no 
differences.

Kentucky. I am glad to »ay Dint there iu a feel¬ 
ing abroad iu thl* ('onimonwealth of ours among 
all classes of its people to Hint she is abrcoiit 
of the uraea iu a business sense. 1 am glad to 


•ay that the Exposition here lo*t year, which 
was such a grand success, and recognized to he 
Hindi a grand success not only In Ki ntuckv. but 
throughout the whole of this coirntry*—1 say I 
am glad tii see that tiiat Exposition contributed 
so largely D> impress the sentiment upon the 
people of Kentucky that sho ought to be put 
ubreast of the times, that her material inter- 
e*ts anil re**- ejrce* ought to ho developed, and 
that she ought to he made the grand ofd Com¬ 
monwealth that she is tiesiinod to be. We have 
witnessed for half ft century past the best 
mind and muscle la the State of keutucky—our 
bravest and best j'oung men—leaving their 
home* and the scenes of their childhood because 
there was not enough of business euterpriftu in 
the State of Kentucky, and ther were compelled 
to go from their homes to the far West, among 
the savages. And to-dav Kentucky mind and 
muscle are contributing to build up empire* along 
the i;reat. illimitable We*t. We don't want to 
see thlr* any longer. We want to seo our young 
men with mind and muscle kept bore upon tite 
roll where they were born, and where they belong. 
We don’t want to see these, our young men, for 
want of a spirit of enterprise among the moneyed 
men of Kentucky, driven from our midst and from 
The homes of their childhood. We want to see 
this grand old rommonwoaith dorclop her min¬ 
eral interests, develop her water power, and 
especially we want to bee the politicians and law¬ 
makers of the country, of this Commonwealth, 
devoting their time and attention to these Im¬ 
portant question*. Kentucky politician* have 
generally been too full of pleasure and not full 
enough of business. There are a great many 
thiugs in Kentucky that ought to be remedied, 
and I am thankful to say that the public mind 
in Kentucky to-day i* disposed and determined 
to remedy a great many things. Well, sir. we 
have hoard it said that we pay too much money 
for whisky, mid that we pav too little for tbe 
education or our children. \Yo talk loo much 
about politics and not enough about building rhe 
railroads and developing the mineral interests of 
this grand old Commonwealth: and 1 am gUd the 
time has come—1 mu glad the Fxposition hero 
last year infused n busmens spit it into the ptdi- 
ticiau* of tbe State of Kentucky.

I think tbi% Kxposltiot) is going to suc¬ 
ceed. it looks to me like there is enaitgh intel¬ 
lect nnd enough money iu this audience here to- 
night to make it a miicc-s . 1 believ* »ir. ti.nl 

th« KxjwxHiUun of 1334 will excel the Kxpoimion 
of last year. 

It was a source of pride to me. a few months 
ago. a< 1 vhdted some of the Southern nnd West¬ 
ern States. to hear the pLutliU I heard of Ken¬ 
tucky, nnd especially Louisville. 

Many who had visited the city of Louisville 
and the State of Kentucky for the first time, said 
they had often beard of the hospitality of Ken- 
tuakv Atid the beauty of the city of Louisville, 
au.l they cnme here to see hsr enterprise, and 
their expectations had been more than ful¬ 
fil Sod. 

Now, fellow-citizens, 1 was not joking when 
l said, a wbi<« ago, that I did not know 
how to niukn a speech here to¬ 
night.

Hu win u 
church member him*elt, nnd betook occa¬ 
sion to&iy *0 now, because if he ili lu't the 
members would never know it: but h > want¬ 
ed everybody to know that if the Legisla¬ 
ture went ou pacing local option law* they 
would drive every preacher out of the 
mountains.

They were bound to have an Ex¬ 
position here. They must have one. He had 
proud-cd to bring hL wife ami chil¬ 
dren here, aud stay with some relatives 
two wojks. Th*” Exposition was a 
great eilu«^utor.

Wbnt Kentuckian is 
not proud of Carlisle, who represents rh© central 
idea* of tho day, or Bock, the pur© and honest, 
and what l.ouisvilltuu may not grow proud at the 
mention of the name of her own ludutitrious. 
hard working. Influential Willis? These men arc 
doing for Kentucky just what ought to be done, 
that Ju the go«'d tim© coming Kentucky may 
Ntand abreast of her sifter States. It is a* great 
pleasure to ho a Ki-ntucktan, not because we 
turn our time wholly to th© almighty dollar as 
some of our Northern and Western States do, 
but because wo have a good time, because we 
are Inring up treasure* which neither moth nor 
rust doth corrupt.

A PROPER VIEW, 

Senator John D. Fogle won a storm of en¬ 
thusiasm by hu speech, which was tense and 
pithy.

> oil have tributary to your forests, the finest 
In the world, water power that is inexhaustible, 
and that too iu a country that is comparatively 
new. ©here lands are low nnd wh*»rv they aro 
waiting to bo developed by emigrant*, ami ali 
that Is necessary is tor Louisville to aid iu tho 
development of this great, rich,growing but un¬ 
populated country. Kentucky was for years in 
an eddy. It was not merely the existence of 
sJavrry. though Frank Blair >aid the pre* 
enco of one slave obstructed a railroad 
more titan three mountains It was not 
itecause of slavery or our peculiar blood—reasons 
frequently given timt wedhi not prosper, but wo 
lay as.it were in a bowl: w© lay iri a lake nur- 
rounded by impo table mountains while in the 
North and West were term._r!©s that caul.I lw> 
traversed hr railroad* at almost a nominal price, 
where labor was high but land was low*, where 
tii© laud* belong to the public and wore given out 
o« homesteads and otherwise ©sceednigFy cheap.

THE TOASTS AND ilEKPONStS AT TIIE GALT 
HOUSE.

Wolff X Selig-^berg entue to thl&clty About three 
years ago from Baltimore, and rapidly built up 
a large ouhiuc.h*. They becarno recognized after 
the orgnniitatiuu of the Exchange as the leading 
brokers on the bull side, having faithfully ad¬ 
hered to it during all tho progressive movement* | 
of coffee from 7ft cents to lift cents a pound, I 
and were supposed to have made a great deal or 
tuouuy. The market lias lately declined—falling 
rapidly this lant week, it stood at 10 cent* at 
the close of Friday, opeuing a quarter leas Satur¬ 
day morning ami fell another half cent at the an¬ 
nouncement of trouble l.ater in the day it 
raUicd somewhat, aud closed at 9‘ 4 cents. A 
new complication was added during tho week by 
the failure of tho cable, so that, direct dispatches 
could nut he received.

The L«*r Tobacco .Market. 

The market was active, the sales being the 
largest of the ysar. There was a large crowd of 
buyers in attendance, and except for common 
red lugs and common leaf Burley styles were 
fairly supported. The common sort* predomi¬ 
nated largely, and prices were rather irregular, 
except for medium and good grades. Dark and 
heavy styles were steady and without new fra- 
tures. The sales at 10 warehouses aggregated 
515 hogsheads. 

There were no events to-day to indicate that 
any furthsr troubles among the warehou^ are. 
probable. Iu the last few days they have been 
subjected to an ordeal of investigation which 
would probably have found weak spots if any 
existed, and the temper of the market is becom¬ 
ing more cheerful. As to most of tho warehouses 
there has never been even a momentary distrust. 

Tho larger part of tho tobacco involved in the 
two failed warehouses is being taken under bond 
to other warehouses, arid such property will he 
handled as in the usual course of business with¬ 
out any further delay. 

As to Ray «£ Uo., of tho Falls City Warehouse, 
wo are forcibly reminded of the wisdom of the 
Shakt-spearean saw, that “it is the gailod jaio 
that winces.” If their capacity to understand 
plain English had been equal to thut of a school 
boy of six years, they might have saved their 
temper and avoided a ridiculous exposure. They 
might also have escaped the damage to them¬ 
selves of making a statement* which every hon¬ 
est man in the trade would pronounce contempt¬ 
ible and base.

Bat Very Little New Lipht Relative to the Collapse 
of the Pike and People’# Tobacco 
Warehouse*. 


SUITS WITHOUT END. 


Tho task of straightening out the affairs of 
T). K. Mason & Co. and Semonin & Co. was 
continued unceasiugly yesterday, but no new 
developments were made. Nothing more 
definite is known now than three days ago. 
A large quantity of tobacco wo* removed 
from tho Pike warehouse yesterday on 
writs of delivery. Mr. Harry Stucky 
was scon by a reporter, and he said: "I 
have found out a few things which made 
me think that my man is all tight. On tho 
very morning that he made his assignment, 
and 1 think aftar the deed was written, ho 
paid a note of $-1,000 that fell due iu Mr. 
Harris'bank. He has not got a dollar left 
In tha world, and it certainly speak* verv 
welt of him. If be could get out *of jail I 
think ho could explain away everything, 
and ho ought to have an opportunity to do 
so.” 

Mr. Halsey, managtrof tho Fidelity Trust 
Company, could give no additional informa¬ 
tion relative to the affairs of Semonin & Co. 

A number of tobacco suits wero filed; in 
deed the chief business of the courts for the 
past week has been in tiling the** tobacco 
suits. 

K. M. Lewis sued the Fidelity Trust Com¬ 
pany, assignee of Semoniu, for four hogv 
beads of tobacco, valued at $518 Iff, and 
also for $100 damages in detaining the to¬ 
bacco and not turning it over to him. 

Garth & Schroder sued Semonin & Co. 
for four hogsheads, worth $492 08. 

John IC. Smith sued D. K. Mason & Co., 
nnd Harry Stucky, assignee, for two hogs¬ 
head*. worth $250. 

W. T. Grant & Co. sued D. K. Mason and 
Stucky for three hogsheads which he had de¬ 
posited with Mason, and which is uow in the 
warehouse. 

F. J. Piingst, JohnDoerhofer, Basil Docr- 
bofer and Ed. F. Kes-Jer sued the assignee 
of Semonin for one hogshead, worth 
$100 50. 

K. M. Lewis sueJ Stucky and Mason for 
three hogsheads, worth $450. 

W, G. Anderson & Co. sued the Louisville 
Cotton Compress Company for twenty-four 
bales of cottou.

Jeffersonville Excited Over the Attempted Suicide 
of Thomas J, Gilligtux, a Well 
Known Attorney. 


NEW ALBANY LOCAL NEWS, 


Mr. Thomas J. Gilligan. a well-known 
ana popular attorney, attempted suicido last 
evening in Jeffersonville by cutting his 
throat. Mr. Gilljgan’s office is at No. 55 
Spring street, upstairs, iu the rear part of 
the «'ad well block. He has a biek room, the 
front one being occupied by 'Squire Doug- 
la.s*. n Magistrutc. About 5 o’clock, Mr. 
Gilllgan entered the office of ’Squire Doug law* 
and sat in an arm-chair for a few iniuutes, 
when suddenly ba pulled a peqkmfe from hi* 
pocket and cut his throat, almost severing 
tho windpipe. 'Squire Douglass made an ef¬ 
fort, us soon a* he discovered bis intent, to 
maku Lieu desist, anil in sodoiug was severely 
cut on tho hand, the would-be suicide being 
determined not to be interfered with. Mr. 
Douglas* called for help, and Messrs. Honry 
and John blttol, who do busi¬ 
ness below, came to hi* nsHi>it- 
nnce, nml tbe knife was taken from 
Gilligan’s band. Ho was bleeding profusely 
from tho terrible mound inflicted, and was 
removed into his own ollloe in the rear, where 
surgical niton non was given hiui by Drs. 
.Sid. and David McClure end Dr. Graham, 
ihe physicians prouounco the wound a 
dangerous but not necessarily fatal one, nnd 
at 10 o’clock last night the patient was rest¬ 
ing very well. 

Mr. Uilligan resides at Watson, about 
seven miles from Jeffersonville, on the O. nnd 

M. railway, wheie he owns a country 
store, conducted by hi* relatives. It has 
been hi* custom to practieo law iu this city, 
and ho ha* been quite successful. He ha* for 
a couple of years been .Secretary of tbe Ohio 
halls ^avin^ nnd Loan Association, receiv¬ 
ing ail tho dues and keeping tho books of the 
muu; burs. He has also been slightly rnguged 
in other enterprises. His wife, who was 
sent for immediately, said to a reporter that 
her husband ha* not slept any for several 
nighu and acted strangely when about home. 
Tiie officers of the Loun Association 
say bis accounts are ataolutery correct, and 
that if he is snort at all, it couid not for 
more than a couple of hundred dollars, 
wbicn ho could have raised at any time iu a 
few bourn. His friends also say that his 
trouble* cuuld not have Un?n caused by 
drinking tuo much, as he was not knowii to 
indulge to excess. In ord-»r to keep tho 
books of the Association, a great deal of 
vexatious work i* require!, mid to 
add to till., one uf Mr. Gilii- 
gan's children recently died, bis mother 
has been sick, nnd these many difficulties 
caused him to become temporarily m>nns, 
aud while iu this condition ho committed the 
terrible deed^ Ho said to Mr. Hillle. whan 
he lifted him up after the cutting, that he 
was either being robbed or was robbing 
somebody; he couldn't tell which from bis 
boos.*, and this caused him to commit tbe 
deed. Ths officers of tho Loan Associa¬ 
tion have given every assurance to 
tho stockholders that Mr. Gilligan’s 
accounts were correct, and n* there are sev¬ 
eral hundred of them this matter wn* of in¬ 
terest, qnd large crowd* gathered around the 
office and were nnriotu to know the cause 
lost night, i ho physicians think it is likely 
ho will recover.
